The  following  points  may  be  of  interest  to 
Subscribers : — 

1- — Instituted  in  1774  for  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
relief  of  the  sick  poor. 

2.  — Under  Royal.  Patronage  almost  from  its  foundation. 
In  1839  the  Secretary  wrote  to  Queen  Victoria  for 
assistance  in  repairing  the  premises  and  Her  Majesty 
responded  with  a  generous  donation  of  £50.  Her 
Majesty  was  also  instrumental  in  obtaining  the 
patronage  of  H.M.  the  King  of  the  French  (Louis 
Philippe)  in  1844. 

3.  — The  oldest  Dispensary  save  one  in  the  metropolis. 

4.  — Unendowed  and  entirely  dependent  upon  voluntary 
contributions. 

5.  — Unrestricted  as  to  the  locality  whence  the  patients 
are  admitted. 

6.  — The  parent  institution  of  the  St.  George’s  and  St. 
James’s  Dispensary,  which  was  an  offshoot  of  the 
Westminster  General  Dispensary  in  1845,  returning  to 
the  fold  on  January  1st,  1907. 

7.  — Representing  the  Out-patient  department  of  the 
Hospitals,  it  also  affords,  especially  to  the  aged  and 
infirm,  and  to  women  and  their  little  children,  the 
inestimable  advantage  of  the  home  visits  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer. 

8.  — Supported  by  the  Corporation  of  London,  several 
of  the  City  Liveried  Companies,  the  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  and  “Alexandra 
Day”  Fund. 

It  is  said  that  the  premises  of  the  Dispensary  were 
originally  known  as  the  “Turk’s  Head,’’  much 
frequented  by  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  during  the  last  ten 
years  of  his  life ;  and  his  chair  is  still  used  by  the 
Chairman  of  this  Institution.

One  Hundred  and  Sixty-Ninth  Annual  Report 


The  Committee  record,  with  deep  sorrow,  the 
loss  the  Institution  has  sustained  through  the 
death  of  their  Patron,  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of 
Connaught. 


'The  Committee  of  Management  begs  to  submit 
to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  their  169th 
Annual  Report 

The  Institution,  founded  in  1774,  is  the  second 
oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  Metropolis,  is  unendowed 
and  almost  entirely  dependant  upon  voluntary 
subscriptions. 

The  work  of  the  Charity  is  identical,  in  every 
way,  with  the  Out-patient  departments  of  the 
General  Hospitals,  with  one  additional  advantage 
— Patients  too  ill  to  attend  at  the  Dispensary 
personally,  are  visited  in  their  homes  by  our 
Resident  Medical  Officer. 

The  sum  of  £148  8s.  6d.  has  been  received  from 
the  Sale  of  “Letters”  to  members  of  the  work¬ 
ing  classes  who  adopt  this  plan,  to  save  loss  of 
time  in  seeking  “Letters”  from  Subscribers. 
These  voluntary  payments  afford  an  indication  of 
the  efficiency  and  popularity  of  the  Institution. 
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The  Committee  has,  again,  to  express  their 
thanks  for  the  valuable  services  which  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff 
continue  to  render  the  Charity :  and  to  their 
House  Surgeon,  Mr.  T.  I.  Hughes,  F.R.C.S.,  for 
the  skill  and  ability  with  which  he  carries  out 
his  duties. 

The  Nurses  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Nurs¬ 
ing  Association  have,  as  in  previous  years,  ren¬ 
dered  efficient  and  much  appreciated  service  to 
the  Dispensary  and  the  Committee  extend  their 
best  thanks. 

The  Board  of  Management  feel  much  indebted 
to  Miss  Lucy  Hammick,  M.B.E.,  the  Secretary 
of  the  St.  Henry  Convalescent  Fund,  wdiose  offices 
are  in  the  building,  for  so  kindly  acting  as  House 
Visitor  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

A  welcome  addition  to  the  Committee  has  been 
made,  the  Revd.  Walton  Hannah,  of  St.  Thomas’s 
Church,  Regent  Street,  having  accepted,  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  join  the  Board. 

In  August  the  death  occurred  of  Major  Richard 
Rigg.  Major  Rigg  not  only  contributed  largely 
to  the  funds  of  the  Charity,  but  took  a  great 
personal  interest  in  its  prosperity.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  also  record,  with  deep  regret,  the  decease 
of  another  of  their  number,  the  Revd.  R.  Webb 
Odell,  the  Rector  of  St.  Anne’s,  Soho. 

The  generous  recognition  accorded  to  the  Dis¬ 
pensary,  since  1916,  by  the  “Alexandra  Day” 
Committee  is  very  much  appreciated. 

The  Committee  offer  their  sincere  thanks  to 
the  various  Cinematograph  Companies  for  the 
valued  help  received  from  the  “Sunday  Cinema 
Charity  Fund,”  and  the  receipts  from  this  source 
amounted  to  £859. 
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Lastly,  the  Committee  return  their  heartiest 
thanks  to  those  who,  in  spite  of  hard  times  and 
heavy  demands,  continue  their  support  of  this 
Charity  which  has,  for  169  years,  ministered  to 
the  sick  poor,  mainly  women  and  children  and 
old  persons  of  both  sexes  to  whom  the  provisions 
of  the  State  Insurance  Act  do  not  apply. 

The  Board  of  Management  wrould  like  to  draw 
Subscribers’  attention  to  the  Deed  of  Covenant^ 
at  the  end  of  the  Beport.  Bv  signing  this  Deed 
promising  to  send  a  subscription  anually,  for  a 
period  of  seven  years,  a  subscriber  enables  the 
Dispensary,  at  no  additional  expense,  to  recover 
Income  Tax — the  Inland  Bevenue  Authorities  do 
the  rest.  Thev  refund  to  the  Institution  the 
Income  Tax  which  has  already  been  deducted 
at  source.  With  the  Tax  at  10s.  in  the  £  this 
means  that  every  subscription  to  the  Dispensary 
under  the  scheme  is  doubled. 

In  cases  where  Subscribers  send  annually  but 
do  not  sign  a  Deed  of  Covenant,  the  Government 
retain  the  Tax. 

A  number  of  Subscribers  have  already  entered 
into  an  agreement  in  this  way,  and  the  Committee 
would  be  grateful  if  others  would  follow  their 
example.
